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Railroads Make Money Again 


T 
O 


NE prosperous month of railroad operation does not 


make a summer. 
Still less does it make a year of 


sound railroad conditions. 
Nevertheless it furnishes 


, hope of such a year. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion reports that Class 1 railroads attained in April an 


' .VKregate of operating income great enough to furnish 
' one month's share of a return of 6% percent a year on 


the roads' supposed capital value. 


The time seems appropriate for the observation that 


it pays the country better to have railroads making 
: money than losing money. 
Eailroada that make money 


can carrv out economies that will yield more money. The 
more money they make, the more the commission can 
ultimately reduce the transportation, rates and so save 


' money for the people. 
The sounder the financial posi- 


tion of the roads, the better they can enlarge their facili- 
ties and spare the country the fuel tieups and freight 
embargoes that come from railroad penury. 


A month of higher earnings will not in itself make 


up for many months of insufficient income. 
The strikes 


of last summer cost a great number of lines most of their 
operating income for some months. 
The losses then sus- 


tained are not yet a year distant. They have not yet all 
been made up. The railroads needed continued security 
and steady, paying business, just as the farmer needs the 
same thing. Strange to say, the past few months are the 
first spell of normal business that the roads have experi- 
enced since 1916. Then began the series of wage in- 
creases which left the roads semi-prostrate when the 
Government took them over the next year. The period of 
Government railroad operation taught us some interest- 
ing things about the lines, but it did not produce normal 
and profitable business conditions. The period of transi- 
tion back to private control was one in which the roads 
lived on Government guaranties and in fear of strikes. 
The strike of 1920 cleared the tracks for more efficient 
operation, but the 1920-1921 depression came on its 
heels. Another strike, complicated with a labor disturb- 
ance in the coal fields, unsettled transportation again in 
1922. 
So we are just emerging from nearly six years of 


railroad trouble. 


If people can now see, after all this experience, that 


a money-making railroad, under proper 
Government 


regulation, lays golden eggs for everybody, the plans for 
political anti-railroad agitation may give way to plans 
for co-operation under the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission.

A Few Facts For Gary 


E 


LBERT H. GARY, president of the United States Steel 


Corporation, still stands by the 12-hour day in the 


steel industry, according to report rendered on April 25 
to the American Iron and Steel Institute. 


He said it would be impossible to introduce the 


eight-hour, three-shift system now on account of a labor 
Shortage. 
That is what he said in 1919 and 1920; yet 


when the greatest labor surplus of history came in 1921 
he kept the 12-hour day. 


He says the three-shift system "would increase the 


co*t of production on the average about 15 percent, and 
there would be needed at least 60,000 additional em- 
ployes. If labor were sufficiently plentiful to permit the 
change it would be necessary to add to the selling prices 
certainly as much as the increase in cost." 


Seldom was more nonsense put into one sentence. 


The report of. the Federated American Engineering So- 
cieties, made after long and careful study, says: 


"The fact that already many plants operate success- 


fully on the three-shift system indicates that profits need 
not suffer if the change is made with wisdom. . . . The 
operating labor in the case of pig iron is from 5.8 to 8 
percent of the total manufacturing cost. Only a part of 
the labor in industry is working the 12-hour shift. 
If 


that labor were changed to the eight-hour shift and paid 
as much per day as it is now getting for 12-hour work, 
even without securing any compensating advantages thru 
increased efficiency, morale, etc., the total manufactur- 
ing cost of the product would be increased only from 3 
to 15 percent." (Notice that 15 percent is not the aver- 
age. but the maximum possible.) "As a matter of actual 
experience it is known that some plants have changed 
from the 12-hour to the eight-hour shift and reduced 
their labor costs. Others have reduced their total manu- 
facturing costs." 


The engineers' report also points out that tho cost 


of all lab^r at the blast furnace on either system is less 
than $1 per ton of pig iron. Judge Gary testified before 
the Lockwood Committee in June. 1922. that the United 
States Steel Corporation could produce at §2 per ton 
less than its competitors. That means that he could 
double hi? labor cost at the blast furnace and still make 
more profit per ton than other steel manufacturers with- 
out raising the price to the consumers one cent. 
Why 


then the statement that any possible increase in produc- 
tion cost would have to be passed on to the consumer? 


As to the cxlra men required, the engineers' report 


points out that "tho paying wages a little less than is 
paid in corresponding plants working 12-hour shifts. 1he 
three-shift plants have sufficient labor, both skilled and 
unskilled." Ha? it ever occurred lo Judge Gary that he 
might remedy his labor shortage by makir.g conditions of 
work more attractive? 


And here is a sma?her from tho engineers. 
Henry 


Ford has hi? own bla.=t furnaces. 
Ho has the ripht-h«ur 


day instead of the 12-hour day. When Gary v.as payinj? 
his labor 27 to 30 cents per hour. Ford v>as paying 75 
cents and upward. Yet Ford could produce his own pip 
iron cheaper than he could rmy it. 
Thi? was due to

About Gravel in the Kidneys

N the popular mind, if not in the medical profession 


itself, there are fashions in disease. As I look back 
over my experience as a doctor, I recall periods when 


this, that or the other ailment was popular. One such 
period was the uric acid era. 


If you had an eruption of the skin it was doe to 


"tiric add in the blood." Rheumatism, gout and neu- 
ralgia were other signs of "uric acid poisoning." In- 
digestion, general debility and impaired circulation were 
traced to the same evil factor. 


The effects of uric acid and the significance of its 


presence in the urine have been grossly exaggerated. 
In the beginning, the prominence of uric acid as a sup- 
posed factor in causing disease was due to imperfect knowledge. 
Later, 


it was foisted on the public by purely commercial concerns. Anything which 
is act forth as a cause for all onr ail-' 
meats catches the imagination. It is

It Is carried away by the. urine, 
and unless there is some abnormality 
which causes It to precipitate, th« uric 
acid remains in solution, and Is a sub- 
stance not worth considering as a trouble-, I 
maker.

To keep the uric acid dissolved and 
harmless the urine most not be too acid. 
If there is excessive acidity the uric 
acid is thrown down as a sediment, and 
there results a condition called "gravel." 
If tho deposit is left in place it grows 
gradually in quantity and size. Stone in 
tbe kidney is the result. 
It is unlikely that stone in tho kidney 


will develop unless there Is some dis- 
turbance to begin with and some ab- 
normality of that organ. But gravel may 
come from faults of diet, sedentary 
habits and failure of proper function- 
ing of all tho organs.
